CANUYAS UCL CASTILLO SLAIN 


Tragedy Occurred at Santa Aguedo, Where the Prime Minister Had 
Gone To Take the Baths, 


THE MURDERER HIRED THREE SHOTS AT THE PREMIER 


He Fell, Dying, at the Feet of lis Wife, and Lived Two Hours Afterwards 
The Assassination Discussed at Washington by Secretary Sher- 
man and Others,

Madrid, August 
Castillo, the prime minister of Spain, was 
assassinated today at Santa Agueda by an 
anarchist. The murderer fired three shots, 
two of which struck the premier in the 
head and the other in the chest. The 
wounded man fingered unconscious for two 
hours and died at 3 o’clock this afternoon. 


His wife was but a short distance off when 


he fell. 

Santa Agueda is noted for its baths. he 
place is between San Sebastian, the Ssum- 
mer residence of the Spanish court, and 


Vittoria, the capital of the province of 
Alava, about thirty miles south of Bilboa. 
The premier went there last Thursday to 
take a three weeks’ course of the baths, 
after which he expected to return to San 
Bebastian to meet United States Minister 
Woodford when that gentleman should be 
officially received by the queen regent. 

The assassin was immediately arrested. 
He is a Neapolitan and gives the name of 
Rinaldo, but it is believed that this is an 
assumed name and that his real name is 
Michele Angino Golll. 

At a special meeting of the cabinet today 
under the presidency of Senor Cos-Gayon, 
minister of the interior, the latter an- 
nounced that he h§s been entrusted by 
the queen regent with the premiership ad 
interim.

NO POLITICAL SIGNIFICANCE. 


Spanish Embassy in Paris Is Notified 
of the Assassination. 

Paris, August 8&.—The Spanish embassy 
has received a dispatch from Madrid which 
that the mureerer declared that he 
had no accomplices; that even if there was 
reason to believe it an anarchist crime, it 
is without any political ramifications, and 
that Madrid is quite tranquil. 

At a special performance given this after- 
roon at the Theater de la Republique for 
the benefit of the Spanish refugees in 
Paris, Tarrida Marmot, the Spanisn anar- 
chist, who was formerly imprisoned in 
Montjuich fortress at Barcelona, delivered 
a violent speech, in the course of which he 
urged that Senor Canovas del. Castillo 
should be killed.

WHOLE OF SPAIN IS TRANQUIL. 


Spanish Minister in London Receives 
Advisory Messages. 


London, August 8.—The Spanish embassy 
in London has received two telegrams, the 
first briefly stating the fact of the assas- 
sination and the second coming direct from 
San Sebastian, stating that Senor Canovas 
had been the object of an infamous at- 
tack, but saying hoth!ng about his death, 
and concluding with the statement that if 
the outrage be of anarchist origin it has no 
political complications, with the additional 
assertion that the whole of Spain is tran- 
quil and that there is not the least symp- 
tom of any alteration in the state of pub- 
affairs. This dispatch says the assassin 
is apparently an Italian. 

For these reasons the Spanish ambassa- 
dor, Count De Casa Valencia, in the course 
of an interview expressed the hope that the 
rews of death was premature. He said: 

‘The belief that the crime is not political 
but the work of a fanatical anarchist is 
borne out by the fact that the original is 
an Italian. We all Know that of recent 
years, Italian anarchists have becn very 
active. Witness the assassination of Presi- 
dent Carnot and the attempt on King 
Humbert and other similar crimes. They 
were all committed by Italians. This is a 
very trying time for me. Apart from the 
difficulties to which such a crime gives 
rise, and the doubt hanging over what 
really happened, Senor Canovas Del Castil- 
lo is my brother-in-law and there is more 
than this relationship between us. All our 
lives we have been the best of womrades. 
We pursued the same com® ogether at 
the university.’”’ 

Th ambassador said he had wired for de- 
tails, but had received no reply. 

The news of the assassination was com- 
municated by the Associated Press to Gen- 
eral Stewart L. W oodford, the United 
States minister to Spain, now in London, 
en route for San Sebastian, where he nad 
expected to present his credentials to the 
queen regent in the yp resence of Senor Can- 
ovas. 

General Woodford was so overcome that 
several minutes passed before he eould ex- 
press his horror at the deed and his pro- 
found sympathy for Spain in her misfor- 
tune. When fie had recovered from the 
shock of the intelligence, he said: 

“This is terrible, most unfortunate. The 
Spanish government and péople will have 
the sincere sympathy of all friends of con- 
Stitutional government. It is too soon 
to express any views as to the effect which 
the regrettable death of Senor Canovas 
will have upon current questions. It will 
not affect my movements, however, unless 
it becomes my duty to reach my post as 
soon as possible tn order to express to the 
Spanish government the sympathy of the 
American government.’’

Alabamian Predicts That the Assas-

Washington, August 8.—The government 
probably has already received the formal 
notification of Premier Canavas’s assas- 
tiration, but if so it is locked up with 
other dispatches in the state department, 
and will not be known until Secretary 
Sherman reaches the department tomorrow 
morning. Immediately the state depart- 
ment, according to its usual custom, will 
announce the event to the president and 
the latter will, in some way, make fo-- 
mal and public expression regarding the 
government’s deep regret. Just in what 
form this expression will be couched _ is 
not known, for precedents differ, but it 
doubtless will be a dispatch to the Span- 
ish government, simple and sympathetic 
in its terms, 

Secretary of State Shermam received the 
first news of the affair through the Asso- 
ciated Press bulletin.

effect of course on the present affairs of 
Spain, but to what extent I cannot say. 
The death of one man is not necessarily 
fE0ing to change the semtiment of the 
Whole country. Spain is a very tenacious 
country. Her money is gone. Her re- 
sources hmve been exhausted. But she 
means, evidently, to hold Cuba. Just how 
she can do it under these circumstances, 
I cannot see. Yet she is opposed to yleld- 
ing ai point. Premier Canovas was a 
Strong partisan. He was the chief expo- 
nent of the element which was determin- 
ed ta keep the island at all hazards, and, 
seemingly. Spmin is almost a unit on this. 
Canovas was a strong factor in the gov- 
ernment of Spain, but it is not impossible 
that another will be found to replace him 
in that important office having similar 
Views the same pronounced ideas. 
How it may be in this case, I am not able 
to say, but the effects politically of such 
an event are not essentially far-renching 
and have mot always produced radical ae- 
velopments. As to the consequences on 
the conflict in Cuba, I do not care to talk. 
I havé@ no official information of the as- 
sassifation and must refrain from ventur- 
“1g guesses as to what it may effect in 
the future.” 

Asked as to how long he now thought 
the Cuban insurrection might last, he re- 
plied that that was problematical and he 
did not care to discuss it. He added that 
he had heard various names of prominent 
leaders in Spain mentioned, but he was 
not well informed as to them and there 
was nothing on which he could base a 
prediction as to Canovas’s probable suc- 
cessor, 

Senator Morgan, of Alabama, a member 
of the foreign affairs committee ef the 
senate end the champion of Cuba in that 
body, predicted in an imterview with an 
Assuciated Press reporter tonight that the 
assassination might be the forerunner of 
a complete change of government; a re- 
public replacing the monarchy. ‘This, he 
thought, was the present tendency, and 
today’s evemt he regarded as an evidence 
of the disintregration of the Spanish gov- 
ernment. He added: 

‘This affair is going to create a complete 
revulsion throughout the whole of &pain. 
Tbtat country is new in a very shaky 
condition. -It is true, doubtless, that to- 
day’s assassination was by an amarchist, 
but the act is representative of a feeling 
that leads all over the country. The re- 
publican party has already attained great 
strength in Spain, though of course its 
operations have to be largely concealed. 

“Then, the universal testimony is that 
the bulk of the Spamish army in Cuba 
is made up of young men. That has brok- 
en up families all over the land and their 
dispatch to the island, to be led by Wey- 
ler, has developed a powerful sentiment 
in Spain. Why are the veterans kept 
at home? Look at this powerful repubh- 
can element that has grown up, the effect 
of denuding the country of its young men 
and the personal antagonism thus engen- 
dered, the proximity of Spain to the broad, 
liberal influences of the French republic, 
where there are ties of mutual affection 
and the government exerts itself to help 
its citizems. The act today does not mean 
a personal prejudice against Canovas, but 
against his political stand and views and 
the extreme element he represents. It 
was the well developed symptom of the 
most deep-seated antagonism to the creed 
of the Canovas party. The Barcelona in- 
cident gave evidence of the tremendous 
anti-administration operations and the 
stricken premier’s indorsement of Weyler, 
putting him in command of Barcelona 
after that affair, greatly added to Cano- 
vas’s umpopularity. The indications point 
to the assassin as a victim of that inci- 
dent. 

“The successorship of Canovas is prob- 
lematical. I beileve, however, that the ad- 
ministration will realize the overwhelm- 
ing influence of the opposition, and hav- 
ing scen Canovas got out of the way, will 
try some one with Cuban views a degree 
removed from those of Canovas in a Ilb- 
eral direction. 

“It is not impossible, and, in fact, it is 
quite likely, that Senor Praxedes Mateo 
Sagasta, the distinguished <iberal states- 
man, may succeed Canovas as premier. 
Sagasta is seventy years old, was ninister 
of the interior under the provisional gov- 
ePnment of 1863, president of the cortes 
in 1871 and has occupied the post of pre- 
mier of the Spanish government a nun:ber 
of times. 

“T believe that the Cuban conflict will 
be ended at the close of the present rainy 
season. This I have frequently contend- 
ed, and now am confident of it. The ter- 
mination of the affair would thus be 
brought about in October.” 

The only member of the Spanish legation 
in Washington when the news of Senor 
Canovas’s assassination was received was 
Julio Galarza, the third secretary. Senor 
De Lome, the Spanish minister, was at 
Lenox, and all the other members of the 
legation were scattered for the summer. 

Until 8:30 Senor Galarza had heard noth- 
ing officially from Spain, but at that hour 
a telegram was brought him, and after 
reading it, hurriedly left the Metropolitan 
Club, where he was stopping, saying mere- 
ly that he was going to New York. It 
is probable that he will join Senor De 
Iome either there or in Lenox. It is 
likely that this unexpected deve’opment 
will bring the Spanish minister back to 
Washington.

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St. Petersburg, August 8.—At the state 
banquet given by the Russian emperor and 
empress to Emperor William and Em- 
press Augusta Victoria last nignt, km- 
peror Nicholas, toasting his imperial 
guests, said: 


“The presence of your majestics among 
us causes me very lively satisfaction. I 
desire sincerely to thank you for the visit, 
which is a fresh manifestation of tradi- 
tional bonds uniting us and the good re- 
lations so happily established between our 
two neighboring empires. it is, at the 
Same time, a precious guarantee of the 
maintenance of the general peace, which 
forms the object of our constant efforts 
and our most fervent wishes. I drink to 
the health of Emperor King William and 
Empress Queen Augusta Victoria, and to 
the health of all the members of their au- 
gust family.” 


Response of the Emperor. 
Emperor William shortly afterwards 
raised his glass to his host and said: 


“I thank your majesties with a warm 
heart, speaking also in the name of the 
empress, for the cordial and magnificent 
reception you have accorded us and tor 
the gracious words with which your ina- 
jesty has so affectionately welcomed us. 
I especially desire to lay at the feet of your 
majesty my most sincere and most grate- 
ful thanks for the renewed mark o: dis- 
tinction which comes as such a surprise to 
me. I mean the enrollment of myself in 
your majesty’s glorious navy. This is an 
especial honor which | am able to appre- 
clate to {ts full extent and an honor waich 
at the same time confers a particular dis- 
tinction upon tiny own navy. It is a fresh 
proof of the continuance of our traditional 
intimate relations. Founded upon the un- 
shakable basis of your inajesty’s unalter- 
able resolutions to keep your people in 
peace in the future as iu tne past, it finds 
in me also the gladdest echo. Thus we 
will pursue the same paths and strive 
unitedly under the blessing of peace to 
guide the intellectual development of 
people. I can with full confidence lay this 
promise anew in the hands of your majes- 
ty and I Know I have ine support of my 
whole people in doing so, that I stand by 
your majesty’s side with my whole strengtn 
in this great work of preserving the peace 
of the nations, and I will give your ma- 
jesty my strongest support against any 
one who may attempt to disturb or 1o 
break this peace. I drink to the welfare 
of your majesties.”’ 

The sentence tn which Emperor William 
pledged Emperor Nicolus his support 
against any attempt to break the peace 
of the nations was spok: in Russian. 

The whole city and the enips lying in the 
Neva have been splendidly decorated with 
flags and flowers today and the _ streets 
have been crowded, although the sky is 
overcast. 

Emperor William and tne empress arrived 
at the landing stage at ll a. m., where the 
municipal authorities presented them with 
bread and salt on especially constructed 
dishes, as tokens of the hospitality of the 
city. With the Petrowsky regiment as a 
guard of honor they visited the fortress 
of St. Peter and St. Paul and placed a 
wreath upon the tomb of Alexander III. 

Everywhere they were «greeted with tre- 
mendous cheering. Subsequently they 
opened the new wing of the German A\l- 
exander hospital from which they proceed- 
ed to the winter palace. 

During the afternoon Emperor William 
received visits from the ambassadors and 
returned them,

fitting the Eiffel tower with a spiral rail- 
way and a toboggan shute.

English Gold Will Be Sent Over for 
American Grains. 

London, August §.—Since the beginning of 
the month there has been usual release of 
hundreds by the joint stock banks. Money 
is more abundant, though the discount 
rates show a tendency to harden, owing to 
the prospect of gold withdrawals in the 
autumn. Japan will doubtless withdraw 
a portion of the proceeds of the last loan, 
and the continued demand, though reduc- 
ed, may still continue. The chief factor, 
however, is the extent to which it may 
be necessary to export gold to the United 
States against the grain harvests. The Eu- 
ropean, Austrian and Indian harvests are 
deficient and the American Buppmles will 
be largely drawn upon. Indeed the move- 
ment is already turning the course of ex- 
change against London. 

For the time being’ gold remittances are 
averted by the steady purchases on the 
part of Americans of their own securities 
in London. but according to all precedent 
the advance in values thus estabiished 
should shortly effect a checking of sales 
by British holders, if indeed, repurchases 
be not encouraged. 

The revival of business and confidence 
in the United States is in Many ways the 
most important feature of the financial 
situation. The increased activity of the 
stock exchange is largely due to the game 
cause, though the buoyancy of Wall street 
has not yet met with a full response among 
operators here. 

Yesterday for the first time of late prices 
were rather above the level, of the cable 
quotations. The rise began with Northern 
Pacific preferred, which advanced 3% points 
upon the assumption that Mr. Underwood's 
domination will mean an ending of the 
war between the competing lines and that 
everything may be hoped for. Other stocks 
have risen from two to four points. Erie's 
and Norfolk's being especially strong. 

Canadian Pacific and Grand Trunk are 
quiet, the recent rise over the Kliondkye 
sensation having exhausted their strength. 
The mining market shows renewed vigor, 
chiefly Kaffirs, and the foreign market 
is, on the whole, firm with a decided im- 
provement in Greeks and Turks, @s the 
prospects for peace brighten.

HUSBAND USES SHARP RAZOR 


Man Kills His Wife and Then At- 


tempts Suicide. 


WAS ONCE IN INSANE ASYLUM 


James Robinson Ends the Life of a 
Woman That He Had Made 
Miserable. 


Rordentown, N. J., August 8.—A wife 
murder was committed some time during 
Jast night at the village of Fieldsborough 
near here. While Anna Robinson, agec 
thirty-one years, was sleeping in her bed 
with two children nestling on her bosom 
her crazed husband, James Robinson, cut 
her throat. Then he drew the razor across 
his own throat, cutting a deep but not 
fatal gash. 

The family lived in a wretched two-story 
Structure, wher@ the woman eked out a 
miserable support for her little ones by 
taking in washing. Robinson, whose only 
occupation was the frequent and bruta! 
beating of his wife, was sent to an insane 
asylum at Trenton about a year ago after 
an attempt to kill his wife with a stalk 
knife. He was released a few months ago 
at the instance, it is said, of his two sis- 
ters, who live in Philadelphia. 

The beatings were resumed and only 
few days ago Mrs. Robinson appealed tc 
Chief Burgess Janes, of Fieldsborough, for 
relief, but no action was taken. 

It was clear that the woman had made ¢ 
desperate struggle for life. She had ap- 
parently managed to get out of bed, after 
the first attack. but growing too weak for 
further resistance, sank to the floor, where 
the bloody work was finished. There were 
deep cuts on her hands and breast, the two 
children were covered with blood and the 
room itself looked like a slaughter pen. 

Dr. W. H. Phipps and Coroner Fisher were 
called to the house and after Robinson’s 
wound had been sewed up bo was taken to 
St. Francis hospital at Trenton. The mur- 
dered woman was a daughter of Mr. and 
Mes. Edward McClasky, of Bordentown 
and her mutilated body was taken to their 
home, from where it will be buried Wednes- 
day.

MINERS’ WIVES DO 
MISSIONARY WORK 


They Induce Their Husbands To Attend 
Mass Meetings. 


WOMEN HELP THE STRIKERS 


Plan Has Worked to the Advantage 
of Those Out of Wort. 


MANY MORE DIGGERS WILL QUIT TODAY 


It Now Looks as Though DeArmitt’s 
Pits Will Soon Be Empty and 
Work Will Stop. 


Pittsburg. August 8.—Although this was 
considered a day of rest among the strik- 
ers, probably the most effective work 
among the Plum Creek miners was per- 
formed and as a result the strikers have 
been assured that considerably less than 
200 men will be at work tomorrow at this 
mine. 

A large mass meeting was held at Camp 
Isolation, at Plum Creek, this afternoon, 
which, in addition to about 1,000 others, 
Was attended by about 200 women, the 
wives and daughters of the miners who 
are still at work in the Plum Creek mine. 

Notwithstatding that deputies visited 
the homes of these people this morning 
and advised them to not attend the meet- 
ing, nearly every wife brought her hus- 
band with her. 

Because of the many resirictions put 
on the strikers, they have hitherto been 
unable to get a chance to argue their 
cause with the Plum Creek workmen, and 
the occasion given them today was taken 
advantage of to the full. The unusual op- 
portunity today was the result of the mis- 
sionary work of the wives of the strikers 
from McDonald, Finleyvilie and Carnegie. 
These women have been working assidu- 
ously during the past week, and secured 
the promise of the wives of the working 
miners to attend the meeting and bring 
their husbands. The result of the meet- 
ing was the assurance from nearly a hun- 
dred men that they would join the strikers 
tomorrow, 

The plan is for the men to work until 
they receive their twenty days’ pay, which 
will be g.ven them tomorrow, and then 
they are to desert the pit, leaving only 
eight days’ wages back, which, judging 
by the action of the company in the case 
of the Sandy Creek strikers yesterday, 
will be refused them. If this plan doves 
not miscarry, the strikers think it will 
Only be a quesi.on of a very short time 
until the DeArmitt mines are tied up com- 
pletely.

Double Century Yacht Race Was Over 
178 Mile Course and for Cups 
Worth $5,000. 


Bar Harbor, Me.. August 8.—The double 


century yacht race of the New York 
Yacht Club from Vineyard Haven to 
Mount Desert for $5.000 worth of cups of- 
fered by Commodore J. P. Morgan was 
finished this afternoon off Baker's island 
light with the sloop Vigilant leading the 
fleet of twenty sail by many miles, after 


a run marked throughout by smooth seas 
and following winds. 

The Vigtlant won the 
class, leading Navahoe at the finish fifty 
minutes. The race in the schooner class 
was much closer and Colonia, atthough 
finishing ten minutes ahead of Emerald, 
won the $2,000 cup by only twenty-one sec- 
onds. 

The race was a thorough success. From 
the time the calm spot was left, two hours 
after the start, there was not a semblance 
of anything disagreeable in the entire run. 
The east wind came in Just in time to blow 
the fleet clear of the treacherous Nan- 
tucket shoals before darkness settled 
down, and then shifting to southward and 
westward, not only held true and steady 
throughout the beautiful night, but Kept 
up all day Sunday and ‘never wavered un- 
til the last boat had crossed the line. The 
great vachts of America’s oldest club 
accomplished what has heretofore never 
been attempted, of salling all night without 
taking in a stitch of canvas or shortening 
a spar.

PREVENT SMALLPOX SPREAD 


Birmingham Authorities Trying To 
Stamp Out Dis2ae. 


ONLY TWO TOWNS QUARANTINE 


Ques 


Smallpox Was Brought to the City hy 
the Negro Immigrants Who Re- 
cently Came from Me:sico 


Birmingham, Ala., August 8.—(Special.)— 
The smailpox epidemic is mot as bad as 
reports away from here make it. While 
there are nearly one hundred people at 
the pest farm and house of detention, all 
@re colored with the exception of three. 
The disease is prevalent only among ne- 
&roes. In the city two little white girls 
have the disease, but they are being close- 
ly guarded and all who come in contact 
with the disease are kept from -ningling 
with the crowds of the city. The physi- 
Clans have been working with all vigor 
and will succeed in their efforts to stamp 
out the disease before the cold weather 
sets in. Only two places have quar- 
antired against Birmingham, ag far as can 
be ascertained—Pratt City, a mining town, 
six miles from here, and Springville, a 
small village, twelve or fifteen miles north 
of the city. on the Alabama Great South- 
ern road. Montgomery has not placed a 
quarantine against Birmingham, having a 
number of cases of the same disease with- 


im her own borders. Nashville has not 
quarantined against Birmingham, either. 


Memphis, Columbus, Miss., and Columbus, 
7a.,. nor any other of the well known 
cities reached by direct communication 
have given notice of quarantine. 

Dr. Wilder, the city physician, is spend- 
ims three-fourths of his time in the pest 
house quarters. Dr. M. N. Due h&s been 
named as city health officer, and he is 
taking charge of the sending out of pa- 
tients and suspects just a@s soon as they 
are found. A large number of veople 
having small children are leaving the 
city, but the business men and working 
people are not fleeing, as some reports 
have it. The disease was brought here, 
so it is thought by many, by negroes 
who were brought back from Mexico by 
the government. It will be remembered 
no lot of hegroes were taken to Mexico 
from this section of the country under 
the promise that they would be given 
work at big salaries. The negroes were 
treated worse than slaves amd called on 
the government to asstst them tn return- 
ing to this country. Uncle Sam brought 
them back to Birmingham, landing them 
right in this district. Many of those ne- 
groes hmd the smallpox in Mexico, and 
it is believed they brought the Gtsease 
back In their State Health Of- 
ficef Sanders, home ‘s in Monté- 
gomery, epidemic tere no 
little: of his attention. He been here 
now for several days advising the local 
physicians and giving his expression as to 
means of stamping out the disease 
fectually.

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WHY SMALLPOX 
IS NOT CHECKED 


Alabama Negroes Object To Being Sent 
to the Pesthouse. 


ARE HIDDEN OUT BY FRIENDS 


Situation at Birmingham Does Not 
Show Much Improvement. 


BUT PHYSICIANS CLAIM THE WORST IS OVER

Opposition To Going to Hospital and 
Legal Fight Against It Helps 
Spread the Disease.

A deliberate contemplation of the 
situation in Alabama is, by no means, Tre- 
assuring. It looks worse than it did a 
week ago. in spite of the diligent efforts 
of the health authorities of the var.ous 
cities to stamp it out.. 

In Birmingham, considerable anxiety 
feit and a material interruption of buei- 
ness is being experienced. The disease de- 
veloped there almost a month ago. It has 
proceeded slowly but surely along its way 
and hew cases are still cropping out every 
day. As to the number of cases ex.sting 
in Birmingham. it is difficult to determine. 
A gentleman who ought to know informed 
a Constitution correspondent in Birming- 
ham yesterday that there were about 100 
cases in the pesthouse there, and that 
there were undoubedly a number ol cases 
on the outside. The authorit’es in Lir- 
mingham are vigilant enough, but the 
negroes there have a great dread of the 
pesthouse and use every effort to avoid 
having thetr friends and relatives taken 
there. In one instance, it is said, a negro 
who had broken out with the disease was 
reported to the health authorities and a 
detail was sent to his dwelling to bring 


him to the pesthouse. His relatives learn- 
con- 


is 


ed that the officers were coming, 
cealed him under the bed and put another 
negro on the bed. When the detail from 


the board of health called they examined 
the negro on the bed and pronounced, of 
course, that he did not have smallpox. 
Another case is reported where.a negro 
learned that the health officers were com- 
ing for him and fled into the countsy. 

These instances, which are reported on 
the streets in Birmingham, serve to show 
the disposition of the negroes to avoid 
being {aken to the pesthouse or the house 
of detention, 

Several cases have developed among the 
white people of Birmingham and .an in- 
teresting question has been sprung along 
this line. A white butcher whose little 
girl was taken down a few days ago re- 


sisted the demands of the authorities to 


remove her to the pesthouse and swore 
out an injunction restraining the officers 
from entering his premises. The case will 
be tried in the courts in a few days. The 
theory of the defense is that a man’s 


house is his castle and that he has a right 
to defend himself there against the opera- 
tion of any municipal law. It is unfortu- 
The 


nate that the issue has been made. 
law has been enforced as to the negroes 
who have been affected, to their own ad- 


vantage of course, and the injunction pro- 
ceedings will only serve to remind them 
of their rights itn the matter. 

Of course there is no questioning the 
fact that the city has a right to quaran- 
tine a house and to prevent persons from 
entering or leaving {t. To enforce such a 
quarantine, however, would necessitate 
the placing of guards in front of and be- 
hind it, and would entail a great expense 
on the eity. 

The Birmingham municipal and health 
officers are very industrious in their ef- 
forts to stamp out the disease, although 
the vaccination reports show than 
6,000 persons have been scratched by the 
city’s physicians since the. disease devel- 
oped, whereas more than 16,000 have been 
vaceinated in Montgomery within tena 
days. 

Quarantine Against Birmingham.

Most of the suburban towns and mining 
stations around Birmingham have quar- 
antined against the city and commercial 


business there is suffering accordingly. 


The physicians are hopeful and confident, 
however, that they have the disease on 
the run and predict that within another 


month it will have disappeared entirely. 
Situation at Montgomrey. 

Very much less alarm is felt here than 
at Birmingham. The disease is~ discussed 
here in a very much lighter vein than in 
the other city. There are, in the first 
place, many less cases here. Then again, 
no person has died of smallpox here amd 
no white person has been taken down. 
isvery city official and every physician 
has been on the alert from the start and 
the city is in an almost perfect sanitary 
condition. About thirty-five cases have 
been developd here after the most careful 


house-to-house canvass of the city. Not a 
dwell:ng has been overlooked by the 
smallpox inspectors and every case of 
sickness, no matter how apparently insig- 
nificant, has been examined into. Only 
two or three places have quarantined 
avainst Montgomery and the public here 


feels very little apprehersion. 


‘The disease in this state has been at- 
tended by a phenomenally small percent 
age Of deaths. -There have undoubtedly 


been five or six hundred cases in the state 
within three months and it is safe to say 
that more Alabamians have been killed 
by lighining and almost as many have 
been hanged within that length of time 
as have died from the effects of small- 
pox. Permanent disfiguration of the skin 
has attended the most severe cases, but 
the average patient comes out unbranded. 
The state health officer, Dr. Saunders, 
who its recognized as one of the wisest 
men in the profession in the south, has 
advised the cities and towns of Alabama 
not to quarantine against the infected 
districts and only a dozen or so of them 
have ignored his advice. There has been 
scarcely any interruption to business in 
Montgomery.

Macon. 


A CORPS OF COMPETENT FHYSICIANS 


Will Apply the Virus at the City Hall. 
Mayor Issues a Proclamation. 
Funeral of Mrs. Battle. 


Macon, Ga., August 8&.—(Special.)—To- 
night at the First Baptist church Rev. J. 
L. White, pastor, delivered, for the pres- 
ent, the last of his weekly series of dis- 
courses against the existing municipal ad- 
ministration. His subject was “Our 
Friends and Our Foes.” It is presumed 
that Rev. White will resume his political 
talk from the pulpit when the campaign 
for the election of mayor and aldermen 
fairly opens, which will be at an early 
day. The election oceurs on the second 
Saturday in December. Though efforts are 
being made by a few persons to array Op- 
position against Mayor Price and to bring 
out a candidate against him, the proba- 
bility is that Mayor Price will be re-elect- 
ei without an opposing candidate. 

The public realizes that the attacks 
Macon’s morals are not justified by the 
facts, and that this community is as 
ternperate, virtuous and orderly as any 
city in the state. 

The Mayor’s Proclamation.

Dethronement of the Spanish Mon- 
archy Now Predicted.

“The assassination of Canovas will re- 
sult im the dethronement of the Spanish 
monarchy and the freedom of Cuba. The 
people of Spain are ripe for a evolution, 
being discontented over the high taxation 
which grinds them down to poverty, and 
in some cases to starvation.’’ 
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MR. DE LOME REFUSES TO TALK. 


Spanish Ambassador Declines To Dis- 
cuss the Assassination. 

Lenox, Mass., August 8.—Senor Dupuy 
De Lome, the Spanish ambassador who 
arrived here yesterday, declined tonight 
to discuss the political influence that 
Canovas’s death would have on the gov- 
ernment of Spain or on the Spanish policy 
toward Cuba. He sald, however, that it 
would have no immediate effect. 


THINKS IT WILL BENEFIT CUBA. 


President of Junta in New York on 
the Assassination. 


New York, August 8.—Emilio Agramonte, 
president of the Jose Marti Revolutionary 
Club and the Marti Charity Organization, 
of this city, heard the news of the killing 
of Premier Canovas tonight at his home. 
He sald: 

“Sazasta, who 
will surely suceeed Canovas. 
lief that the killilne of Canovas will 
great benefit for the cause of Cuba. 
may even lead to independence.” 

The news of the assassination 
Canovas was received at the Hispano- 
Americano hotel, where the guests are 
both Cuban and Spanish, without much 
apparent surprise. Few of the guests cared 
to discuss the matter. 

Major Antonio Serano, a member of the 
Cuban junta, who was an officer in the 
ten years’ war and now has two sons 
fighting for ‘ndependence under Major 
Garcia, appeared pleased when told to- 
night that Premier Canovas had met a 
violent ceath. 

“It means,’ he sald, “the overturning 
of the present government and the subver- 
sion of the forces that are backing Weyler 
in Cuba. It will have a very great influ- 
ence in shaping the conflict in the tslands 
and will give the Insurgents a fresh vigor 
and to the Spanish soldiers in Cuba greater 
restlessness. While TIT do not believe In 
assassination, I think the removing of 
Canovas will be the salvation of the pacif- 
icos in Cuba who are now being butchered 
ruthlessly by Weryler. The news of the 
killing of Canovas will electrify the pa- 
triots In Cuba. Canovas had himself to 
blame for this. He was cognizant of 
everything that Weyler did. The killing of 
Canovas will do much toward bringing the 
Cuban war to a close. TI refo'ce at the 
news. I first thought it was too good to 
be true.” 

At the hotels America and Espanol, Cu- 
bans were found who voiced the sesame sen- 
timents as Serano. They did not think the 
shooting was done Sy an anarchist, but by 
an ultra republican, and that the killing 
was a political one. 

Justus Schwab, the well-known anarchist, 
was seen at hie saloon on First etreet. 

“Ha! ha! that is very good. There is not 
the least doubt In my mind that an anar- 
chist shot Canovas. Some people might 
“all him something else, but he is an anar- 
chist just the same. I tell. you that Bar- 
celona, Catalonia and Categonia and other 
provinces have many anarchists. The 
shooting of Canovas is one of the retribu- 
tions for tne torture of the anarchists in 
that [fell on the earth, the prison of Mount 
Juich.’’

Senor Antonio Canovas del Castillo, 
cording to the “Dictionaire Universe! des 
Contemporatins,’’ was born at Malaga, Feb- 
ruary & 1828. He took the course in phil- 
osophy and jaw in the University of Mad- 
rid and began his career as a journalist. 
In 1851 he made his debut, under the pat- 
ronage of Senors Rios, Rosas and Pacheco, 
as editor of The Patria, in which he de- 
fended. conservative § ideas, About this 
time he published a volume of lyric poems 
and a series of historical papers. JIe was 
in doubt whether to follow a literary or a 
politicai career, Lut soon found himaclif 
turned to politics by the cours? of events. 
Fi: 1°52 he was named deputy for Malaga. 
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In 1856 he was charee d'affaira at 
Rome, and prepared the historical memo- 
randum on the refations of Spain with the 
holy see, which served as a basis for the 
concordat. After serving the crown as 
governor of Calals in 1855, director gencral 
of the administration from 1858 to 1861, and 
lastly in that same year as under secre- 
tary of state for the interior, the queen 
called him to the ministry as a member of 
the Mon cabinet. Im 186 he held the port- 
folics of finaree and the colonies in the 
O'Donnell cabinet, and it devoived upon 
him to draw up the law for the aboli- 
tion of the slave trade. Shortly before the 
revefution of 1865 he became especially 
conspicuous as one of the last to defend 
with en*rey in the cortes the principle of 
blending liberal and concillatory ideas with 
the constitutional monarchy, when all the 
parties that had supported this political 
doctrine had deserted the parllainent. He 
was banished a elort time before the revo- 
lution cecurred, and took ao part tn it. 
In the face of the triumphant revolution 
after his return from exile and in the fuli 
constituent assembsy of 18¢4, supported by 
Senors Elduayem, bugallal ana two others, 
the standard of legitimate and 
constitutional monarchy. This was his 
preatest title to fame. His fidelity and 
bility finally secured for him {he supreme 
direction of the Alfcensist party; and on the 
prociamation vf Alivnso All as king on 
December 31, 1874, Senor Canovas became 
president of the council and chief of the 
new cabinet, ealled the cabinet of concilia- 
tion. He retired in September, 1875, because 
of the demands of the extreimne conservative 
party, but he was called back to the pres- 
idency of the council on December 2d of 
the same year, and charged particularly 
with tie direction Of the first legislative 
elections of the new regime. He was him- 
self elected to the cortes from the city of 
Madrid in January, 1876. It devolved upon 
him then to repress the second attempt 
of the Carlists to bring on a civil war 
and to deal with the first insurrection in 
Cuba. 
With 
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Cuba, he ret.red from the premiership 
and was succeeded by Campos, who ac- 
cepted as his colleagues the principal as- 
sociates of Senor Cancvas. The opposi- 
tion raised to the policy of Campos soon 
forced him to retire. Senor Canovas skill- 
fully resisted, delayed and finally defeated 
the free trade°and emancipation projects 
of Csmpos. On the reassembling of the 
cortes in December, 1879, Campos gave up 
the attempt to conduct the government 
and Senor Canovas formed a new cabinet 
on December 10th with a second Cuban 
insurrection to be dealt with. He charged 
General Blanco with this task, but the 
reactionary tendency of his home policy

] became more and more marked until the | 


financial projects in which he wished to 
embark drew upon him the bitter attacks 
pot only of Castelar and the republicans, 
but also those of Campos and Sagasta; 
and he was compelled to resign. In 1881 he 
returned again to power, but his conserva- 
tive cabinet was speedily overthrown and 
a coalition government, with Sagasta and 
Campos at its head, took the reins of 
affairs. 

At the general elections of the same 
year he was returned to the cortes from 
Madrid and became the chief spokesman 
of the intermediate party, known as the 
party of conservative liberals. Qn Janu- 
ary 18, 1884, he was calleg upon to form 
a@ conservative ministry. In order to secure 
a majority devoted like himself to ideas 
of order and of liberty, and in harmony 
with the monarchlal principle, he dis- 
SO0lved the cortes, and the new elections 
resulted favorably. But on November 26, 
1885, on the question of the ocaupation of 
the Caroline stands by Germany, he was 
again compelled to resign, being succeeded 
by Senor Sagasta. The same day he wad 
elected president of the chamber by 222 
votes against 112 cast for Senor Romero 
Robledo and he signalized his entrance 
upon his new functions by a funereal eulo- 
Gy of King Alfonso XII, who had died 
the previous day. In 1890 another reversal 
brought him back into power and on July 
oth he took the presidency of a conserva- 
tive cabinet, replacing the liberal ministry 
of Sagasta. Two years later the pendulum 
swung to the opposite extreme, and the 
liberals under Senor Sagasta won the 
general elections and retained power until 
1895, when disagreements in the Sagasta 
cabinet led the queen regent to summon 
Canovas again to the premiership. 

Canovas came last into power on Feb- 
ruary 7, 1895. A number of officers had 
broken into and pillaged the offices of 
Various newspapers which had made in- 
Sinuations against the conduct of officers 
engaged in suppressing the Cuban revolt. 
The war minister seemed to support the 
oflicers, whereas the premier, Senor Sa- 
gasta, ordered the journalists to be pro- 
tected. This led to the retirement of the 
ministry. Marshal Campos was tempora- 
rily made captain general of Madrid, 
and tife greatest excitement prevailed. Fin- 
ally Senor Canovas formed a ministry, al- 
though he lacked the support of a gection 
of the conservative party. 

The government was defeated on a vote 
of censure on June 3, 189, but did not 
res:‘gn. The general elections of April, 
1836, returned an overwhelming majority 
to the cortes in favor of the policy cf the 
Canovas cabinet, though the opposition 
charged that the ministerialists cerried 
many of the election districts by gross 
frauds. On June 2d last Senor Canovas 
tendered the resignation of the cabinet, 
owing to the difficulty ministers experienc- 
ed in carrying on the government in view 
of the parliamentary situation caused by 
the refusal cf the liberals to take part 
in the deliberations of the cortes. ‘This 
attitude of the liberals was due to a 
personal encounter between the duke of 
Tetuan, minister of foreign affairs, and 
Professor Comas, a distinguished liber- 
al senator, on May 2lst, when the duke 
slapped the face of the professor atter 
a heated debate on the Morgan heliigeren- 
cy resolution adopted by the United States 
sc nate. After four days of conference 
with the leaders of all political parties, 
he queen regent requested him to with- 
draw the resignation of the cabinet, and 
he did so, being confirmed by the crown 
in his ministerial powers with the person- 
nel and policy of the cabinet unchanged. 


His Literary Work. 

Senor Canovas was the author of num- 
erous works .n moral and political science 
and a ‘‘History of the House of <Aus- 
tria,”’ which is in high repute; also a 
“Hlistory of the Decline of Spain From 
the Accession of Phillip III to the Death 
of Charles II,’ which monks favorably 
among works of tts class from Spanisna 
writers. Under the title of “El Solitaria’ 
he pub.ished a monograph dedicated to one 
of his uncles, Estabenes Calderon, Of 
his literary studies the one of most gen- 
eral interest is @ volume on the contem- 
porary Spanish theater, which appeared in 
LAS, 

He had received the insignia of the 
Order of the Red Kagle from ihe emperor 
of Germany, the Grand Cross of the 
Order of the Toaver and Sword from the 
King of Portugal and the go.den fleece from 

king of Spain.

For years has Senator Gorman been in 
control of the democratic machinery of 
his state.

The South's Foreign Trace. 


While every section of the country 
has suffered in some méasure from the 
depressing effect of hard times during 
the past few years it is gratifying to 
note that the south has had less cause 
for complaint than any other section. 
This is largely due, of course, to the 


south’s varied resources of soil and cli- 
mate: and if the next four years are 
to be years of prosperity the south will 
derive its ful! of benefit from 
whatever hlessings the season may 
bring: but if, on the contrary, the next 
four years are to be years of financial 
depression and disquietude, there is no 
section of the country which better 
equipped by reason of its natural ad- 
vantages to endure the ordeal with com-

A resolution was adopted by the meet-

have provided for the appointment of 
such a commission.

They closed 
their eyes to the emergency, and al- 
though Senator Bacon tried hard to 
convince them that they should treat 
a@ message of the head of their party 
with more respect they only shook their 
heads. Pressed for an _ explanation 
they informed the Georgia senator that 

ye they had no idea of taking up the cur- 
Tency question at this time. 

AAs a result of this failure of the re- 
publicans to act on the president’s mes- 
sage, the “Indianapolis currency com- 
mission’ proposes to meet in Saratoga 
and prepare a plan of currency reform. 
What congress did not do, the “currency 
commission” proposes to do. What 
the representatives of the people 
thought unnecessary, the “Indianapolis 
currency commission” thinks highly nec- 
essary. And so there you are. 

This powerful movement at Saratoga 
ought to satisfy the longings of those 
gold organs who are predicting that 
our financial system is unworthy of 
the confidence of the high-toned specu- 
lators and stock gamblers of the me- 
tropolis.

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MONAGHAN’S BODY RECOVERED.

Chief Swenie’s Driver, Who Was Blown 
Into the River, Comes to Surface. 

Chicago, August 8.—The body of Fireman 
Thomas Monaghan, Chief Swenie’s driver, 
came to the surface of the river this 
morning and the crew of a tug which Was 
passing at the time towed it to the Indiana 
street bridge, where it was taken on 
shore and removed to Rolston’s morgue. 

The tug Frank R. Ciane steamed slowly 
up the north branch of the river this morn- 
ing. Captain A. R. Knaggs, chief erel- 
neer of the Independent Tug Company, and 
Captain John Hennessy, in charge of the 
tug, were standing in the bow of the boat 
and both were watching the murky water 
intently. Near the Indiana street bridge 
the body of a man arose to the surface. 
The tug towed it to the bank. A number 
of firemen were present, and when the 
body was turned face upward they at once 
recognized the features of the chief's late 
driver, Thomas Monaghan. 

The dead driver, to all appearances, re- 
ccived the full force of the explosion at the 
Northwestern elevator Thursday evening. 

The body came to the surface in the 
middle of the river and when an examina- 
tien was made of the remains, it was found 
that both of Monaghan’s lees were broken 
below the Knee and his left arm was also 
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broken. His uniform was torn into shreds 
in places and his face bore evidence of 
having been severely burned. It is be- 
lieved by the firemen who were at the | 
fire Thursday evening that Monaghan 
was standing on the pfer which extended | 
from the elevator into the water. Some 
people who were standing on the Indltana 
street bridgee stated after the explosion 


that two men had been seen on the pier and 
that both were gone when the smoke had 
cleared away. 

Who Monaghan’s companion was no one 
seems to know. His remains are still 
accounted for and the police believe 
they will also come to the surface of the 
water in a day or two. The officers, how- 
ever, will continue to drag the river.

Harvey’s Ringing Words. 

Rey. B. T. Harvey, one of the progres- 
sive members of his race, takes decided 
issue with Bishop Turner. In quite a 
lengthy statement on the matter he said: 

“IT speak for the conservative, progres- 
sive, intelligent class of the colored citi- 
zens of this country when I declare that 
he African emigration scheme is unde- 
Sirable, impracticable and injurious, anda 
God being our helper, we will abide in 
these United States with our children and 
share ‘the beneficent blessings of the most 
wholesome Christian elvilization enlighten- 
ing the world. Bishop Turner disclaims 
any connection with it, whether as a mem- 
ber, financially or advisory, but the pub- 
lic has been impressed by his conspicuous 
interest tn the scheme that he is the only 
advisor—its mouthpiece on a hundred plat- 
forms, in conferences and in his and the 
public press. The bishop must know that 
the indorser of a note makes himself re- 
sponsible for its signer’s shortcomings. He 
cannot escape the blame for the wrongs 
and hardships tmposed upon an ignorant 
and deluded people by the African scheme 
by saying he is not officially connected 
with it, when he is using his great influ- 
ence and perhaps the best efforts of his 
life in {ts behalf. 

“Admitting that he has no official 
nection with it, yet this little phrase 
his article will throw some ligt on the 
interest and connection he has with it. 
Says he: ‘I have visited Liberia several 
times as a bishop of that republic so 
far as my church jis concerned,” ete. The 
inference to be drawn is that the bishop’s 
interest in the scheme has to do only with 
the good effect it will have in strengthen- 
ing and multiplying his chureh in Liberta. 
He seems to be totally indifferent to the 
cost and risk of life in golng, and the Hard- 
ships and desperate struggles to survive 
after reaching Liberia. He waves them off 
with a smile. He seems to be only con- 
cerned about the numerical strength of 
his bishopric—the reapublie of Liberia. But 
bishop, you and company can’t colonizy 
negroes for church purposes. People gen- 
erally coionize for a better living in a bet- 
ter country, not a worse. He says: ‘That 
Liberia is rich in mineral resources there is 
no denying. Its agricultural resources are 
unbounded. In fact, there is no country 
on the globe its equal.’ The bishop does 
not belleve the statement he makes. He 
knows that facts, the country’s history 
and its geography will not bear him out, 
If so, why should he live in glor‘ous Amer- 
ica and visit his bishopric periodically? 
He is like I am about the negro republic, 
Liberia. I love it and glory in its vast (7?) 
resources; but I love and glory in the vast 
of the United States more.

No, bishop, Li- 
beria is a reality. It is not Liberia but the 
Liberian emigration scheme that the better 
class of colored citizens of this country de- 
nounce as fraudulent and injurious. He 
further declares: ‘But that that republic 
offers the greatest asylum on earth to the 
self-reliant and industrious black man, We 
affirm after inspecting the larger portion 
of three continents.” The statement is sim- 
ply preposterous. Liberia today cannot pro- 
tect itself in an emergncy with other pow- 
ers. Then how can it protect its citizens? 

“T heard the bishop say in a speech on 
Liberia that he hoped to see the United 
States establish a protectorate over 
ria. as he feared it was in danger of being 
gobbled up by the great powers of Europe, 
which were manifesting great greed for 
possessions in Africa. If that is true, then 
pray tell me where is the asylum for ne- 
groes? What safety and protection does it 
guarantee? No citizen in the United States 
stands in fear of it being gobbled up by 
any other great power. She has been able 
to conquer every foe within and without. 
Is the statement true to pursuits in 
life? I answer no! No self-reliant and in- 
dustrious black man can pursue life ad- 
vantageously In Liberta as he can in this 
country, and every well read man knows it. 
if he will not confess it. The means and 
conditions there for pursuing life are noth- 
ing compared tq those in this country. 
Bishop, do you mean to say to the civilized 
world that semi-civilized governments offer 
greater advantages in pursuit of life than 
civilized ones? I declare that the negroes 
of this country have open to them more 
favorable advantages than they are at 
present capable of utilizing: and if capable, 
they lack the confidence, self-assertion, en- 
terprising spirit and co-operation among 
themselves to do so. But slowly the race is 
learning these useful lessons from the more 
favored race among whom we live, and 
are destined to live through the ages. The 
bishop exclaims: ‘But look at this country 
now! So it will be with Liberia in a few 
years if men of industry and self-reliance 
will go there and develop its infinite re- 
sources.’ I wish to remind the bishop that 
it takes more than industry and self-reli- 
ance to successfully colonize an ignorant 
people in a semi-civilized and undeveloped 
country. He cites this country as an exam- 
ple, but this country does not bear an 
analogy for this African scheme. This 
country was colonized by the best people 
of the old world. They brought civilized life 
with them, led by the chivalrous cavaliers 
and indomitable Puritans. We cannot now 
send such colonies to Liberia, for the rea- 
son that our race in the United States is 
not as yet civilized. The efforts of every 
school, college and church are laboring to 
elevate the race within the pale of civilized 
life. The bishop then enters into an elab- 
orate argument of the pessimist varicty to 
prove that the negro is not a citizen; that 
he is persecuted; that he is discriminated 
against; that there is nothing to hope for 
in this country, and finally, as is his cus- 
tom, in closing on the peace and plenty in 
Liberia. He takes up the biack flag of 
Judge Lynch and plants it in the face of 
his race and bemoans its delay in the midst 
of such deeds of horror as long as it has, 
forgetting that he is still here, too, as if to 
frighten the people into accepting the terms 
of the scheme and his indorsement of its 
operation. But, bishop, the most of my 
people have learned by experience, if not 
in schools, that the man who cries ‘Dan- 
ger! Danger’’ must himself lead the way 
from it. 

“as to lynching, everybody Knows that 
lynching is wrong; the same is true with 
reference to the causes that bring on lynech- 
ing.

MYSTERY OF A GRIP SACK. 


DETECTIVES FIND A DRUMMER’S 
CASE WHICH CAUSES ALARM. 


Thought It Was a Dead Body, but It 
Turned Out To Be Only the Sam- 
ples in the Crockery Line. 


A suspicious looking case was found yes- 
terday morning near the Western and At- 
lantic railway shops, by the detectives, 
and vague rumors were floating as to what 
it contained. 

The theory was advanced that the grip 
was loaded with dynamite, Its contents 
were of solid formation and seemed to be 
of a peculiar shape. Calling a negro boy, 
the detectives had the suspicious looking

Hiere Detective Harris unstrapped it. The 
top was raised slowly.

A blanket was re- 
moved. Packed in securely were seen se€v- 
eral pieces of glass and crockery ware, It 
was a drummer’s sample outfit. 

Mr. John H. Knock, a prominent Baltl- 
more drummer, called at the station a few 
minutes after the case had been found and 
reported his loss. He wes carried into the 
detectives’ office and gave a description of 
each of the articles contained in the sam- 
ple case. Mr. Knock was overjoyed at jind- 
ing his case, and stated to the detectives 
that the goods are worth uver $600. 

“Il had my sample case in the seat next 
to me in the smoker, while coming up trom 
Montgomery Saturday night,” said Mr. 
Knock, “I left the seat to go back into 
the rear coach and when | returned I 
found my case gone. 1 supposed that the 
boy who comes through the train checking 
packages hud taken charge of it, and 
thought little about it. When the train ar- 
rived at the depot I called at the baggage 
office, and saw the boy who met the train. 
He said he had seen notuing of my sample 
case. 

‘I saw the officials of the train yester- 
day and this morning,” ne continued, ‘‘but 
none of them could give me any informa- 
tion as to what had become of the case. 
l was terribly worried.” 

The caSe was turned over to Mr. Knock, 
who said that he woulu always carry it 
with him hereafter when thhe went from one 
coach to another. 

‘The grip was stolen by some one who 
was sitting in the smoher car,’ said De- 
tective Harris. “They evidently stepped 
off the train at Mitchell sireet crossing, 
where it makes a stop. it was night and 
whoever stole {it walked down the railroad 
track near the Western and Atlantic shops, 
where they made an exaMination, The con- 
tents of the case were evidentiy not what 
they expected to find, and they threw it 
over into the bushes... This is the only 
plausible theory advanced. Mr. Knock 
carried his valuable samples back to the 
Kimball, where he registered, after 
thanking the detectives.

IFULTON’S RETURNS 


FOR FIFTEEN YEARS 


Interesting Story of the Fluctuations in 
the County’s Wealth. 


IN 1880 THERE WAS $20.343 525 


There Has Been a Stealy Annual Gain 
Until Recently. 


THE HIGH WATER MARK CAME IN 1893 


Since Then There Has Been ar An- 
nual Decrease in Real Es- 
tate Returns. 


The fluctuation of the wealth of Fulton 
county is interestingly told by the tax di- 
gests which have beer stored away for 
years in the office of Tax Collector Stewart. 
The records show that in 1880, the year of 
the first exposition, there was but a little 
more than $20,000,000 worth of property 
returned for taxation. The rate was low, 
and the mount realized by the county was 
small. Steadily the returns have grown 
since then until within the brief space 
of fifteen years the sum total returned 
has more than doubled. The high water 
mark was reached in 1893, when property 
amounting to nearly $59,000,000 was placed 
upon the record. 

Ag the annual returns have been large 
and small, as the case has been, so 
tax rate has fluctuated, some years being 
low and the next year probably far in ex- 
cess of what the people desired. In 189 
the tax rate was 64.04; in 1897 it was placed 
at 59.04, and in 1898 the rate will go back to 
the rate of 189%. This rate, however, will 
include the $100,000 levy that is to be made 
for the new courthouse. 

The story of the fluctuations in returns 
is best told by the tax digests themselves, 
which show the true losses and gains in 
the county. Beginning with 1880, which was 
& prosperous year, the total return for 
the entire county, including white and col- 
ored, was $20,343,625. This was considerably 
larger than the preceding year. 

In 1881 there came another increase in 
county valuation, for when the tax digest 
was footed up a gain of $2,500,000 was found. 
The exact figures for that year were $22,- 
939,780. In 1882 the increase was in about 
the same proportion, the total for that year 
being $24,592,287. 

It was in 1893 that the big jump came. In 
that year just $4,000,000 was the increase, 
a gain that attracted considerable interest 
at the time, placing the county far in ex- 
cess of the wealth of the city. 

During these years the county continued 
its steady gain, raising the figures in 1554 
to $30,736,165. In 1885 there was still another 
gain of a similar amount, the returns for 
that year being $28,281,320: 1886 failed to 
bring any gain; instead there was a loss of 
$200,000, the total returns for the year being 
only $28,281,320. 

Fulton reasserted herself, however, in 
1887, for in that year there was a clear 
gain of $6,000,000 over 1886, making amends 
for the $200,000 lost and catching up the 
steady tnerease, making the proportion the 
game; 1888 brought a gain of $1,300,000, and 
in 1889 there was a big jump of $5,0v0,000, 
giving the wealth of the county at $4),- 
615.229. 

In 1890 another $6,000,000 was gained, and 
1891 brought still another $6,000,000 gain, 
making the figures for that year $52,345,972. 
Five million dollars was gained in 1892, and 
the high water mark came in 1893, the re- 
turns footing up $58,685,235. 

The year 18M brought a loss of $5,500,000, 
bringing the returns down to $3,076,02U; 
Is%6 brought another loss, cutting the fig- 
ures down $1,000,000. The returns for 18% 
were the Same as for the previous year, 
and i897 brings the total down by another 
$2,000,000, making the present wealth of the 
county $49,220,073.

CADET WOODWARD’S CRUISE. 


Hermits from Funchal in the Maderia 
Islands. 


Catiet Clark Howell Woodward, son of 
Colonel A. P. Woodward, now a cadet of 
the naval academy at Annapolis, is on the 
usual summer cruise with the academy 
cadets. He will reach home on a month's 
furlough about September ist, taking up 
the duties of the second elass of the acad- 
emy on October Ist. He has just finished 
the third class, standing number fifteen out 
of a class of sixty-five. 

Writing from Funchal, on the Madeira 
islands, off the northwestern coast of 
Africa, where the cadot ship Monongahela 
was anchored, Cadet Woodward, under 
date of July 13th, says: 

After a very pleasant two weeks’ stay in 
Funchal bay, we will weigh anchor early 
tomorrow morning. Our cruise this year, 
although devoid of interesting details, has 
been a very beneficial and at the same time 
a very pleasant cruise, due to a great ex- 
tent to the officers detatied. 

Commander Edwin White, commandant 
of cadets at the naval academy, is com- 
manding officer, and Lieutenant Underwood 
executive officer. Lieutenant Noel is navi- 
gator, and Lieutenant Rogers assistant 
navigator. The watch officers are Lieuten- 
ants Benson, of Georgia, Clark, Leiper, 
Williams and Shoemaker. The other offi- 
cers on board are Surgeons Cabell and 
Morgan, Paymaster Arms and Chaplain 
Clark. 

Of course there are many disadvantages 
on board a sailing vessel, especiaily after 
being at sea for several weeks, such as 
lack of fresh food, ice, and other ‘delicacies’ 
obtained on land; but a naval cadet has 
to pass through many such hardships be- 
fore he really knows what navy life is. 

On Sturday, June Oth, the cadets em- 
barked, and on the following Monday, about 
3 o’clock p. m., we were taken in tow by 
the United States tug Standish. On the 
Sth we passed the capes and set sail for 
Madeira, the Standish having meanwhile 
dropped our hawser. 

For twenty-one days we sailed on our 
course, never going higher than 36 degrees 
or lower than 41 degrees north latitude. We 
caught the tail end of a storm off the coast 
a few days after we passed the capes, and 
the rain and wind remained with us for 
over a t™ek. Although the wind was with 
us, we sailed under reefed topsails a great 
part of the time, as we did not want to 
reach port too soon. There were several 
long daily runs .Jogged, the longest being 
made on June 14th, when 230 miles were 
sailed. As a close second June i7th came, 
with 243. The smallest run, seventy-four 
miles, was made on the first day out. 

Land was sighted from the fore topsail 
yard just before supper on Wednesday, 
June 30th, by Cadet Sayles” of my class. 
It was broad off the starboard bow. We 
hove to about midnight, but filled away 
on the morning watch, and by 9 o'clock 
were in plain view of San Paulo, on the 
island of Porto Santo, one of the Maderia 
group. We soon sighted the Three Desertas 
and then Maderia. 

We went bowling along at the rate of 
six knots an hour until we got in the lee 
of the island, when our wind left us. After 
making several vain attempts to get in. 
we signaled for a tug, and soon the old 
Lobo was taking our hawser aboard. 

At 4:68 p. m. we dropped anchor in Fun- 
chal bay, northeast of Loo rock, and about 
half a mile from shore. The only other 
vessel in port at the time was the French

| man-of-war Melpomene. Soon after bring- 
ing the ship to anchor the national Salute 
was fired and the salute was returned from 
the fort on Loo rock, gun for gun. 

Official visits were exchanged between the 
officers of the French man-of-war, the 
civil and military governors of the island 
and the American consul. 

As July 4th came on Sunday, the day was 
celebrated on Monday. We dressed ship at 
sunrise and fired the national salute at 
noon in honor of the occasion. The Mel- 
pomene and the Princess Alice, a yacht 
belonging to the Prince of Monaco, also 
dressed ship in honor of the day, and at 
noon the Melpomene and the fort on Loo 
rock fired a salute of twenty-one guns 
simultaneously with us. 

Last Friday morning a party of four- 
teen cadets (classmates of mine) visited 
the Grand Curral, an old crater high up 
the mountain. The trip was made on horse- 
back. The paths were steep and often pre- 
cipitous, but the views obtained were ex- 
celient. The most gorgeous scenery sur- 
rounded us, and many stops were made 
in order to take a longer look at the works 
of nature. 

When at the top of the Curral, 4,000 feet 
above the sea level, we could see natives 
working in their fields and gardens 3,00 
feet below. Pico Ruivo, the tallest peak 
on the island, towered above. This peak 
is 6,050 feet above the level of the sea. 

After lunch we returned to the city, hav- 
ing made the trip, twenty miles in all, in 
seven hours. 

On Sunday last Mr. Reid, the American 
vice consul, gave a reception at his ‘“‘quin- 
ta’’ to the officers and first and second 
classes of cadets, and a royal reception it 
was. 

Mr. Ried’s quinta 
way up the mountain, overlooking the 
Little Curra!, another beautiful piece of 
scenery. He has about ten acres of groves, 
gardens and grottos. It is a lovely place, 
and the surroundings are such as a poet 
would desire for inspiration. 

Besides Mr. and Mrs. Reid, several at- 
tractive young English women helped re- 
ceive. The afternoon passed very pleasant- 
ly, and before departing toasts were drunk 
on good health of the consul and his 
wife. 

Today we have been getting the ship 
ready for sea, and tomorrow merning we 
will hear the glad words, ‘“‘All hands up 
anchor for home.’’

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TOM KELLY BEHIND THE BARS. 


Lewis Strickland Is Lying at Death’s 
Door from the Cuts Received. 

Tom Kelly, who made a murderous as- 
Sault on Lewis Strickland early Saturday 
morning, was arrested vesterday morning, 
while trying to leave the city. 

Kelly is trying to make the officers be- 
lieve that he is dying, and has been 
Stretched out on the floor of his cell during 
the entire day in a seemingly unconscious 
condition. The city physician was called in 
and failed to find anything the matter with 
Kelly. He has refused to eat during the 
day, never making a sound when the turn- 
Key offers his meals. 

Strickland. who was cut in half a dozen 
places, has been twice reported dead. When 
Kelly was first brought in yesterday he 
Was charged with murder, but it develop- 
ed during the day that Strickland was not 
dead, and the charge now is assault with 
intent to murder.

Kelly stated when he entered the bar- 
racks that Strickland ‘had hit him in the 
Mouth with a brick and that he was unable 
to talk. He told this more in signs and

State School Commission Shows the 
Statement Incorrect. 


BLACKS GIVEN THRICE WHAT THEY PAY 
White Men of Georgia Bear the En- 
tire Expense of the Government 
-of the State. 


The Constitution recently printed a letter 
from Hon. Henry R. Goetchius, of Colum- 
ous, which had been refused publication in 
"he New York Outlook, wherein he demon- 
Strated that the negroes of the state were 
treated with great fairness in Georgia. 

A Colored Man’s Answer. 

An answer to this comes’ from B. J. 
Davis, colored, of Arlington. wherein he 
takes issue with Colonel Goetchtins, claim- 
ing that negro teachers are discriminated 
against in the matter of pay, that the 
fund is not equally divided. This statement 
is elucidated as follows: 
“me pe Sage sages oye, ‘In my state, Goergia, 
+ ad RE gr hesro an equal showing with 

ie white child in the expenditure of the 
public school funds, and negro schools are 
maintained exactly: upon the same - basis 
as the whites.’ This assertion, I am sorry 
is in tolo contrary to the facts. 

Let uS see if the races have 
showing’ or opportunity for 
Uon. For whites: University of Georgia, 
‘ two colleges at Milledgeville, 
Rock coilege, technology. medicine and law, 
and two other branch colleges, versus one 
half-equipped high school between Savan- 
nah and the marshes for the blacks. 

“Besides taking W per cent of the income 
from the different land grants made by 
congress, the legislature donates each year 
upward of $100,000 for the higher education 
of the whites versus nothing for the blacks. 
lhe annual appropriation for the whites is 
Not extravawance, if Georgia would have 
her girls and boys the equals of the people 
that the colonel riges to criticise. But the 
Wrong comes in your miserly dealings with 
the negro. Instead of appropriating money 
for his betterment, you actually take that 
from him which the general government 
has provided him. Congress granted certain 
land grants that yield certain moneys, and 
Instead of giving us 47 per cent of it, as 
Secretary Nobles contended, yon give up 10 
per cent and you take %) per cent; then cry 
‘equal showing.’ You provide law, medicine 
and trades for your boys and nothing for 
ours; industries for your noble girls and 
nothing for our noble girls. Is that an 
‘equal showing’?’ Is that ‘maintaining 
schools exactly upon the same basis?’ Nota 
doilar do you give us for higher education, 
but you deny us our share of the land script 
fund. 

“What about the common  sgschools?—the 
place where the poor must go or famish. I 
offer this incontrovertible proposition, that 
the negro children don't receive more than 
sv per cent of the total fund. For an illus- 
tration, take ‘Terrell county. there the com- 
missioner tells me that there Is a sentiment 
so strong that the commissioners in the 
State can’t think about giving white and 
black teachers equal pay. Yes, a sentiment 
that defies Georgtia’s constitution, which 
says there shall be no discrimination. So 
these officers of the law. catering to senti- 
ment and defying the law which they have 
sworn to hold sacrpdly inviolate, pay the 
white teacher $4 per month and the black 
one $25. An eminent county school commis- 
sioner tells me that his board in apportion- 
ing the school fund always gives the white 
child $2 and the black child $1, which he 
says is unfair and contrary to the meaning 
of the constitution.’”’

The colored school children ‘Tfre- 
ceived 38 per cent of this amount. 

“In many counties there are negro 
teachers who receive the same wages ac- 
cording to grade that the white teachers 
receive. Here and there through the 
state there may be exceptional cases of in- 
equity in the distribution of the fund. This 
will always be the case as long as people 
are human and tmperfect. There are many 
eases of inequity of the distribution of the 
among the white teachers; but as a 
are perhaps fewer complaints 
than in any other southern

“The negro teachers, as a rule, are sat- 
isfied that they are receiving their full 
and equitable interest in the school fund, 
and they are working quietly and honestly 
to make good citizens of their children 
and in this way show a grateful apprecia- 
tion for the generous aid that they receive 
from the white people. 

“There is but one school for the higher 
education of the negro supported by the 
state, and that is the school at Savannah. 
It receives $8,000 per annum. I have been 
urging the importance of establishing a 
normal] school for the negro teachers, simi- 
lar in character to the one we have estab- 
lished for the whites. I think that all 
will agree with me that the legislature 
should provide for the training of the col- 
ored teachers, and I hope that during the 
next session of the legislature something 
will be done. in this direction. 

“While this state has been so far unable 
to provide for the higher education of the 
negro, the benevolence of their northern 
friends has invested more money right here 
in the ctty of Atlanta for the higher edu- 
cation of the negro than we have in all of 
our higher schools and colleges and the 
university combined. It may surprise the 
public to know that there Is $1,750,00) of 
property and endowments belonging to the 
schools for the higher education of the 
negro in and around Atlanta. We have 
not this much monhey invested in the three 
schools at Athens, the two at Macon, one 
at Rome, two at LaGrange, one at Man- 
chester, one at Decatur and elsewhere for 
the college training of the whites.
